A PBuilding Denl.

Tho ense taking up conmderable of Justice
Krooger's time yesterday was that of Matilda
Boehme v, J. W, Squire, Tsane Hascall and
Morris Morrison,  The action was to secure
from J, W. Squire £173on a bullding loan,
but Hascall and Morrison claim an intercst
in that sum as Charles Bochme s indebted
to both of them. It appears thit Boohmo has
bullt two houses on Sixteenth, below Vinton,
and Huscall has assumed all incumbrances

on the same, amounting to over five thous-
and seven hundred doliars and is thereby a
losor of over one thousand dollars, Hoehme
hos nssigned the houses to his wmother, Ma-
tildn Bochme, and the defendants allege
that he Intends fraud thoreby, hence Hus-
call's  netion. Morrison says he loaned
Bochme &125 on some chattels and after-
warids Boehme came to him asking him to

raise the mortgage, represonting that he
could sell the chattels tor 8135 and he would
poy Morrison the €125 due him. Morrison

cancelled the mortgnge and Boehmao, it s
claimed instead of selling the chattels got
another loan on them and told Morrison to
whistle. Morrison therefore puts in a cliim
with Hasecall for o part of the §173 coming to
Boehme from Squire,

THE STONE BIDS,
The Union Pacific People Reply to

Those of Kansnas,

With the referenco to the charge that thoe
Kansas Paving and Coustruction compuny
had oblained figurea from the Union Pacific
on paving  ana curbing stone, which were
raisod to an inimoderate dogree after the
flest company had securved o contract for
work on those lgures, the following atate-
moent by the Union Pacific bas been sub-
mitted:

“‘The IKnnsns City Paving
tion compnny have only themselves to blame
that they did not seoure Colorndo sandstone
from the Union Pacitie quarrios.  Tho man-
nor in whioh quotations wore madoe to them
on the stone was entirely unkonnwn to thoao
oMicers of the Union Pacific rallway who
have charge of the sale of the compuny's
stone, and it was not lknown that quotations
had been  made until o representative
of the paving compuny (afrer  the
city had awarded them the contract for
paving and carbing) ecalled apon the proper
ofMicinis of the ruilway to aveauge for buying
stone. It was then ascertained thot quota-
tious were made them by wo employve of the
rallwny company's stone departinent at
Denver, who has since left the serviee,
These quotations were withont authority
and the Kansas Clity paving company wns
undoubtedly aware that the railway com-
pany Is under arcrengements with an agency
nt Omala whersby all stone for that point is
undor the control of said wgoncy, and said
ugency Is abliged, in consoquoence, to hmullc..
no otherstone. The Kausus Clty paving
company was therofore referred to the
Union Pacifie stone agent at Omaha, to
whom it should have gone in the fArst |,|1um-.
This is a statement of the fuets so fue us the
Union Pacific railway is concerncd, as it
could not, under existing arrangoements,
furnish stone w the Kansus City paving
compiany or anyono else ot Omuha, excapt
ita nuthorized agent,  This is so generally
known that the IKansas City paviog com-
pany must have had serious doubts from
the firat that it would be able to
get  the stone  direet, notwithstanding
the quotations they wore griven, It has since
been jearncd that they were early Informed
that these guotations were in error, while
suid quotitions wero nlso only prices in ¢ffeet
at that Lime, and prices are nlways llable to
change. There was, howoever, no agreciment
or coutract made to deliver stone to the Kan-
sas City paving company by the party giving
quotitions,  Nelther did the Kansus City
paving company propose, at that tune, to
buy the stone”

In this connection it may be necessary to
recall the fact that, according to o letter re-
ceived by the Kansas people, the price of
stone delivered in Omaha was quoted by J.
S, Tebbets, wlho is still in the employ of the
Union Pacific, The letter wus published in
